Rev. Brough Preaches On 
Closing of Bars 


On Sunday evening last the Rev. 
L. Kk. Brough preached a funeral ser 
mon, commemorating the decease of 
the liquor trafic in Alberta. The 
preacher took for his text: Isa. 28: 
1-3, in which the prophet gives a 
graphic description of the blasting 
consequences of strong drink, 

The speaker, after showing the con- 
trast in methods of attack on strong 
drink between the reformer of the 
past and present, gave some startl- 
ing facts. indicating the popular sen- 
timent against the liquor traffic. 
There never was a time when the 
conscience of the people was so stir- 
red against the drink traflie as it is 
to-day. Referring to the victory that 
brought the liquor traffic to a crush- 
ing defeat a year ago in our prov- 
ince, the speaker declared in a tri- 
umphant tone that the people of Al- 
berta have buried the rum traflic the 
way the old Welsh woman said she 
would bury the Devil if she got a 
chance: viz., with face downward, so 
that the more he scratched the deep- 
er he went. The whiskey interests of 
our province have been smothered 
under the overwhelming landslide of 
public opinion. 

After pointing out how industrial 
corporations are placing the bann ‘on 
the rum traffic as a barrier to com- 
mercial advance, the speaker went on 
to say that up to the present the 
temperance forees have been pursu- 
ing a policy of destruction, but here- 
after we should give ourselves to 
policy of construction. 
down the liquor interest, it is’ our 
duty and responsibility to build up 
conditions that will guarantee safety 
from the traffic in the days that lie 
ahead. As an illustration the speak- 
er pointed out that it was not 
enough for the allies to defeat. Ger- 
man militarism, but to crush it so 
that it will never rise again as a 
menace to world-wide peace. So it 
is not enough to get rid of the liuor 
traflic. We must create conditions 
that will make it impossible for it to 
appear again. The sentiment that de- 
feated the traflic in Alberta must be 
directed toward the support of law 
and order. The citizens mist assist 
in maintaining a strict observance 
and enforcement of the law. We must 
also give our generous patronage 
and good will to the law-abiding 
temperance hostelries that come into 
existence to accommodate the travel- 
ling public. Something should be 
done to make provision for the soci- 
al instincts of the men who used to 
follow the liquor ‘ouses. The preach- 


er declared that a social centre 
should be instituted — in all of the 
towns where homeless men and 
strangers may gather to have a 


social evening. 

The preacher closed by saying a 
Vigorous campaign of education along 
temperance lines should be sustained 
so as to keep its prohibition senti- 
ment strong in the provinee.

Terrific Offensive 


| Smash Through 


German 


Twenty Miles of 
Trenches 


London, July 1.—After weeks of 
intense bombardments with guns of 
every calibre firing a million shells 
daily, the British early this morning 
launched a general offensive against 
the Gerg@ans along a front of twenty 
miles, north of the river Somme. 
They succeeded in taking the German 
front line trenches and capturing 
many men. 
| The French on the British right co- 
operated in the attack. When the 
last. dispatches thus far received left 
British headquarters the fighting was 
still progressing, and further sucecess- 
es, it was said, were being recorded. 


DECIDED ON WEEKS AGO 


| he front selected for the British 
offensive was decided upon many 
weeks ago, and the bombardment of 
the rest of the line as well as the 
frequent raids which procured for 
British headquarters important — in- 
formation as to the disposition of 
the Germans, was designed to keep 
the German generals uncertain as to 
the point at which they would be 
‘called upon to meet the brunt of the 
attack. : 
OFFENSIVE WELL ADVIERTISED 
This is the first time since the out- 
break of the war that the intention 
of an army to undertake an offensive 
has been so well advertised. A week 
ago when the German attacks a- 


er headway the British guns) began 
to speak. Since then, except for the 
hours when British infantrymen were 
raiding German trenches, a continu- 
al bombardment has been maintaincd 

Batteries which now are innumer- 
able took turns at smashing the Ger- 
sman defenses, destroying communica- 
tion trenches and blowing up ammu- 
nition depots. New trench mortars, 
‘particularly destructive, tore away 
wire entanglements, broke down par- 
apets and generally opened the way 
for men with rifles and bayonets. 
Big guns of fifteen inches and other 
calibres prevented the Germans from 
bringing up supports, wrecking every- 
thing within range, 

The artillery fire was particularly 


intense on _a_ stretch north of the 


Somme and earlier dispatches told of , 


the destruction of the towns of Thiep 
val and Beaucourt, where the Ger- 
mans had concentrated ammunition. 
‘Karly this morning more guns were 
brought into action on this twenty 
mile seczar, and for an hour and a 
half the Germans were subjected to 
a bombardment which is described as 
the fiercest. experienced in this war 
‘of heavy artillery. 
GREAT ENTHUSIASM IN 
LONDON 

The news of the British offensive, 
‘which was quickly circulated in Lon- 
don, created the greatest enthusiasm 
and details of the battle are being 
anxiously awaited. Only this morn- 
ing the correspondent at the front 
for British newspapers, while writ- 
ing of the British artillery and raid- 
ing successes, warned the public that 
an adVance must be made by infan- 
try and not by artillery, and that 
the british army could not expect to 
come out of the engagement scathe- 
less. 

The news spread like wildfire. There 
was a frantic rush to obtain special 
editions of the evening newspapers. 
\SAlong the Strand and elsewhere 
there was a turmoil of excitement. 
From the tops of buses passengers, 
especially soldiers, cheered the tid-

The non-committal character of the 
German statement issued to-day 1s 
considered in London as a virtual 
confirmation of the success of the 
Anglo-l*rench operations. The Ger- 
mans admit that the division of their 


forces abutting both baaks of the 
Somme, which was partially with- 
drawn Saturday, has now _ been 


brought back to the second line. 

No data is yet forthcoming from 
either side as to the casualties sul- 
fered. According to the German com- 
‘munication, the Anglo-French losses 
'were ‘‘extraordinarily heavy.’’ Ac- 
cording to unofficial British reports, 


however, the British casualties were, 


‘less than had been expected. 

All reports emphasize the tremend- 
ous nature of the Lritish boumbard- 
ment. The gunners worked so inces- 
santly as almost to fall asleep at 
their guns, and = when there was a 
slight recess in the firing they slept 
easily amid the thunders of the bat- 
tle. 

Great importance is attached to a 
‘newly invented mortar, which plays 
havoe in the German trenches. — Air- 
craft attacking is an important role 
in the operations. 
| Thus tar the new offensive appears 
‘to have had little influence on the 
battle around Verdun. The Germans 
are still showing undiminished vigor 
in the Meuse region, and the Freneh 
are steadily resisting.

The country about us here is very 
pretty indeed with such lovely trees 
and fields of grain and grass.

Italians Routed Austrians in New 
Offensive Along the Southern Front 


Rome, June 29 — The Italian ad- 
vanes continues on the Trentino 
front. The official report' to-day says 
(hat in the Arsa valley the Italians 
stormed Fort Mattassone and carri- 
ed the ridge of Munte Trappola. 

London, June 29 — A dispatch to 
the Daily Chronicle from Milan, dat- 
ed Tuesday night, says: 

“Details of the precipitate Austrian 
retreat are coming through from 
Luigi Bazzani and Arnaldo Fraccar- 
oli, war correspondents of the Corri- 
ere Della Sera. 

“It was 1 o'clock Saturday morn- 
ing when the first signs of the Aus- 
trian retreat became unmistakable. 
The position: was as follows: 

On the extreme Italian right flank 
the Alpini had captured by assault 
the height of Cima Isidoru, on the 
frontier, north of Asiago, facing on 
Subana valley, together with a bat- 
tery of Austrian big guns. On this 
advanced stronghold, with a tremen- 
dous concentration of men and ar- 
tillery, the Italians proeceded to 
pivot all the operations in this sec- 
tor, so that the protection thereby 
afforded enabled them, late Saturday 
night, to smash through the Austri- 
an defences of Mandrielle in a direct 
line northward at the head of Cam- 
pomula valley. 


AUSTRIANS IN PERIL 


This terrible blow at once imperil- 
led the whole system of Austrian po- 
sitions onthe west and when at the 
approach of dawn the Italian infan- 
try swept down the encircling theights 
upon Castel Gumberto and Monte 
Fira and moved forward in concen- 
trated formation from  Bosico and 
from Sharbatal, the Austrian regi- 
ments found themselves almost  en- 
tirely surrounded with no safety ex-

Sevieuiis of Canadian North- 
west Land Regulations. 


The sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Sask- 
atchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person at the Dom 
inion Lands Agency or Sub-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion Lands 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nino miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
house is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homosteador 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section along-side his home- 
stead, Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three yoars after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres extra 
cultivation. Pre-emption patent may 
be obtained as soon as homestead 
patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a pur- 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Priop SS. .00 per acre. Dutics—Must 
reside months in each of three 
years, cultivate 50 aores and erect a 
hoyse worth $300. 

The area of cultivation is eubject 
to reduction in case of rough, scrub- 
by or stony land. Live stock may 
be substituted for cultivation under 
certain conditions,

GROW POTATOES NOW 


Patrlotlc Duty of Farmerse—Best 
Kinds For Ontario 


Canada is not in danger of a food 
shortage, such as menaces Germany 
and gives incentive to her farmers. 
But Canadians who grow potatoes are 
likely to find a large and profitable 
market, and besides they will render 
& national service. Every dollar of 
material wealth added to the resources 
of the nation at this time is a factor 
in winning the war. The Ontario Agri- 
cultural Department urges care in put- 
ting in of the crop, and offers personal 
advice to growers based upon experi- 
ments conducted at the college in re- 
cent years. There are far too many 
varieties of potatoes grown on the 
farms of Ontario. This is one of the 
greatest weaknesses in the potato in- 
dustry of the province. Varieties 
prominent in the experiments at the 
college and in the co-operative experi. 
ments throughout Ontario are the Em- 
pire ‘State, the Davies’ Warrior, the 
Rural New Yorker No. 2, the Green 
Mountain and the Carman No. 1 of 
the late, and the Dxtra Early Eureka, 
the Early Ohio and the Stray Beauty 
or Biss Triumph of the early varieties. 
Use smooth, well shaped, sound tub- 
ers of good size and of the best varie- 
ties. Throw the freshly cut potato 
sets into finely ground land plaster 
and plant them immediat-ly after be- 
ing cut, says the Department. Drop 
the pieces separately from 12 to 16 
inches apart in the rows and have the 
rows 28 or 80 inches apart. The po- 
tato sets can be planted from three 
to five inches deep, depending u 
the character and the condition of the 
soll. Level cultivation frequently gives 
the best results on a Nght soll, ana 
ridged cultivation on soil of a heavier 
nature. It is often an advantage to 
expose whole seed potatoes in a sub- 
dued light in a warm room about three 
weeks before planting, thus produc- 
ing short, thick, green sprouts. 
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MoCualgs of Montreal 

Mr. C. J. McCuaig, of Montreal, has 
good reason to be proud of his three 
sons, who went overseas with the first 
of the units of the Fifth Royal High- 
landers organized—the 18th Battalion, 
the fighting unit, the memory of which 
will never die in the mind of Montreal 
and the Empire.

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{ UNIVERSITY'S HEROES | 
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Lieut. the Hon. William Alastair 
Damer Parnell, of Arts 17, and Science 
"18, of McGill, who served with the 
Grenadier Quards in France, has been 
awarded the Military Cross for dis- 
tinguished conduct in making a raid 
on the trenches of the enemy. Lieut. 
Parnell came to McGill from Rugby 
in the fall of 1913, and entered tho 
class of Arts '17, at the commencement 
of the session of 1914-15 he became 
a& member of the class of Science ‘18. 


On the death in action of his brother, |- 


Sir Henry Blight Fortescue Parnell, 
he returned to England and took out 
& commission in his brother’s regi- 
ment. He was born in 1894, and is 
thé son of the late fourth Baron Con. 
gleton, major-general in the army, who 
served in the Crimea after the fall of 
Sebasfopol, and during the campaign 
against the Zulus. Lieut. Par- 
nell was the fourth McGill man to be 
awarded the Military Cross, the other 
three recipients being Capt. Human 
Lightstone, of Med. ’10; Capt. D. M. 
Mathieson, of Science '07; and Lieut. 
Evan B. Hugh-Jones, of Science '13.

Canadian D.C.M. Learns to Lisp New

The publication “Canada” narrates 
the following interesting love story: 
Learning to Msp his first few French 
words guided by the laughing lips and 
admonished by the threatening finger 
of a dark-eyed demoiselle of Lille, 
and later espousing more than the 
language of her country, was the ex- 
perience of a young Canadian hero, 
Private Peter William Houghton, 
D.C.M. He first met his teacher at 
Loos, where she was a refugee, and 
he married her at St. Helens, Lanca- 
shire. The bride was Mlle. Jeanne 
Elise Torrez, of Bailleul, France, 
from which town she and her parents 
were driven by the invading Huns, an 
aunt of hers having been killed by 
a Hun bomb, and an uncle being now 
a prisoner in Germany. The bride- 
groom came over from Canada with 
the lst Battalion of the first con- 
tingent. Born at St. Helens, he was 
taken while very young to Canada, 
and being romantically inclined, it 
was to St. Helens that he returned to 
be married. The D.C.M .was on short 
leave and on his return to the front 
left his bride in §8t. Helens, where 
she set herself industriously to learn 
English. 


STRANGE GOD OF HUNS 
Vastly Different Is Anglo-Saxon Con 
ception, Says Writer 


Well might the allies despair of win- 
ning or justifying their cause if they 
were to accept the German Emperor's 
belief that God was always on his 
side, says The New York Sun. To 
people whose religious feeling is not 
militant and whose conception of God 
{8 impersonal the Emperor's convic- 
tion, so constantly intimated, that the 
Almighty is with him and against his 
enemies comes as a shock. It seems 
insincere and wanting in reverence. 
But it is nothing of the kind, as Mr. 
Sydney Brooks points out. To the 
English and the Germans God is a 
different being. To the English “He 
{gs the Lord God Almighty, a terrific 
overshadowing being, feared and re- 
vered, ard kept in our private sanc- 
tuaries, to be appealed to in moments 
of profound grief or emotion, but cer- 
tainly no companion to our ordinary 
thoughts or actions.” But, to quote 
Mr. Brooks, “the lieber Herr Gott of 
the Germans is above all things a 
very human comrade, a partaker of 
the common round to be recognized 
{n whatever is loved or enjoyed. He 
{s also an intensely German deity, 
pecullarly associated with the Ger. 
man soil, the supreme war lord and 
guardian of the German hosts. The 
German heart responds to Him even 
when the German intellect refuses to 
relax its scepticism and refuses still 
more sternly to be caged within the

'Letiers ‘from the Front 


Pte. Gordon Stone of the 89th 
Battalion, writing his parents from 
England says:— 

Vear Mother and Father, — Please 
excuse the writing becau’e:I am ly- 
ing down just now, you sce we just 
came in off an inspection and Lam 
feeling a little tired. There is not 
much to tell you except that we are 
sure getting it drilled into us and 
that we are feeling tine. We have been 
in England exactly a week and have 
had three inspections during that 
time. The day befure yesterday we 
had to drill all day during a heavy 
rain. Some class to us. Then yester- 
day morning we had a route march 
of about eight miles with packs, had 
an hour off for dinner, then had, bat- 
talion drill all afternoon. 

This morning we had to get up at 
five, breakfast at five-thirty, then 
we had to turn out for parade at 
six-tifteen with packs on. If aa 
out not looking just right, they put 
in a crime against you. 
march ubout six miles, to 
plain where General Alderson was to 
jinspect us. He is the Commander of 
all Canadian troops in France. 
There were about cight or nine 
thousand of us on parade. When the 
General inspected our Battalion, he 
said that we were a fine clean look- 
ing lot of men. They picked B Co. 
out of the 8¥th, that is our Com- 
pany, to go out in front of all the 
trvops and show them how we could 
drill, and we showed them too. We 
are said to be the best Company in 
our Battalion, so we had to live up 
to it. 

The Colonel was telling us to-day 
that the 89th might not split up. 
You see they picked out five hundred 
of us the other day. I was among 
them, to go into training right a- 
way. So I expect to be at the front 
inside of six weeks. 

Well, I guess I have told you all 
there is to tell, so I will ring off.
